LONDON, Nov. 2 (INS)—A mid- 
dle-aged British couple who be- 
lieved each other killed in the 
War were reunited last night after 
nine years by a chance meeting.

They were cheered by 
reports across the country, from 
Pittsburgh, St. Louis, Schenectady 
and Syracuse, N. Y., that many lo- 
cals planned to abandon the UE 
and join the newly planned union. 


Power to Executive Board. 


Authorization to expel pro-Com:- 
munist unions gives the CIO ex- 
ecutive board the power to re- 
move them at any time. The con- 
vention itself could do the same 
thing, by a two-thirds vote. 

The board was given the au- 
thority to expel any union whose 
policies and activities are found tc 
be “consistently directed toward

No spider, for example, is per-

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Nov. 2 
(UP)—The Lithuanian Liberation 
Committee charged in a letter to 
the United Nations today that 
Russia has “exterminated” 520,000 
persons in Lithuania since it occu- 
pied the Baltic country in 1941. 

In a letter to U.N. Secretary 
General Trygve Lie, M. Krupa- 
vicius, chairman of the Supreme 
Committee for Liberation of Lith- 
uania, charged the Soviet Union 
with genocide—mass murder for 
racial, political or religious reas- 
ons. 

He charged that the Russians 
systematically deported Letts 
while Soviet troops spread terror 
within Lithuania. He said the 
latest deportations were carried 
out in March and June of this 
year, when, according to “a rough 
estimate,” 120,000 persons were de- 
ported. 

“The genocide crime perpetrated 
by the Soviet Union,” Krupavicius 
wrote from his headquarters at 
Pfullingen, in the French zone 
of Germany, “has resulted in the 
extermination of 520,000 people. 
This figure refers to the space of 
time from the beginning of the 
Soviet occupation in 1941 up to 


the middle of 1949.

Of Ducks, Blinds, Guns 
And Advice From Friends. 


HE duck season opens at 

noon Friday and there will 

be drastic changes in the 
way of life for many of us. Men 
who delight in sleeping late, tak- 
ing a leisurely morning bath and 
enjoying a meticulously cooked 
breakfast will rub the sleep out 
of their eyes at 3 or 4 o'clock 
in the morning. They'll jump’ 
into their heavy undies, douse 
some cold water in their faces, 
Jeeter Lester style, drink under 
or over-perked coffee, bolt a 
couple of hard-fried eggs, and 
take off by wagon or jalopy for 
the duck blind. 


Through the rest: of the year 
you may grab the galoshes at 
the slightest threat of rain or 
snow, protect the throat with 
muffler, pack an umbrella and 
rain-coat to guard against a wet- 
ting. But in the duck season 
all that is forgotten. Even a 
leaky boot won't keep you from 
plodding around in _ hip-deep 
water, arranging and re-arrang- 
ing the decoys and retrieving 
the ducks. Pelting rain and 
Sleet, wet feet, exposure to the 
elements don’t make you sniffle 
in the duck season. 

Duck hunting is a misnomer. 
Duck shooting is the term: You 
don't hunt ducks. You build a 
blind near open water, a stretch 
of water you believe the ducks 


will like. The you take your 
place in the blind and hope the 
ducks will hunt you. 

Duck calling is one of the 
helpful arts. The first time you 
try out the caller, ‘Fitzpatrick 
looks at you over his nose and 
suggests that if you'd keep your 
So-and-so mouth shut and let 
Mitch or Ben Todd or Bill 
Fielder do the calling, we'd all 
be getting some shots. Mitch 
and Ben and Bill think that’s 
a good idea, too. They wouldn't 
have brought it up, but the 
rude Fitz probably is right. So 
you put your beloved caller in 
your pocket and shut up. 


The Thrill That Comes 
When One Swoops Down. 
INALLY, however, you get 
F to like your own calling and 
some day when there’s no 
fuide and you’ve got almost 
vour limit anyhow, and the 
ducks are decoyi-g easily, you 
get the caller out again. A group 
of mallards turns a+ your call. 
They circle. You give ’em the 
old feed call. They circle lower. 
You forget you have a gun. “You 
get ’em, Charley,” you mut- 
ter. “I'll keep calling.” The mal- 
lards circle lower and lower. At 
last, to the green-head and his 
girl friends, you are a Nelson 
Eddy, a Lily Pons, a Frank Sina- 
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tra. At long last, you are es- 
tablished. “That,” Charley tells 
you, “was a helluva job of call- 
ing.” 

There are many peculiarities 
about ducks and blinds and 
hunters. The beginner always is 
scaring the ducks. “Stockton, 
you moved your cyebrow,” Mur- 


phy tells you. “I seen you when 
you done it and just then the 
ducks veered. Keep still, will 
you?” 

You see, Murphy is an old 
head at duck-shooting. The 
ducks don’t veer when he peers 
and turns and quacks away. But 
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after a while Stockton won't 
cause the ducks to veer and then 
we can blame the veering on 
some new green pe~ in the 
blind. 

There are many tricks to duck 
shooting. Anybody else in the 
blind can tell vot. what you did 
wrong. You shot too soon, or 
you shot too late; or you jumped 
up and scared,the ducks. Or you 
didn’t lead the bird enough. Your 
companions have keen eyes. 
They saw the pattern of, shot 
a full yard behind the mallard’s 
tail. But after a while you start 
leading them. The way you 
learn usually is like this. Three 
mallards fly past the blind. You - 
shoot at the green-head out in 
front and the third duck drops 
deader’n a mackerel in front of 
your blind. 

“Now you're shooting,” the old- 
timer tells you. You blush a lit- 
tle. It’s hard to tell the truth, 
but you admit that this time you 
really led him — “about four 
miles.”

The offensive formation prob- 
ably least understood — even 
among football men themselves— 
is the Split-T formation designed 
by Don Faurot and used by Mis- 
souri and a few other college 
teams. The surprising feature of 
the offense is its simplicity. 

The temptation among coaches, 
I know from experience, is to 
throw too much complicated stuff 
at boys and then expect silk- 
smooth execution. Putting it an- 
other way, coaches like to put 
their own frills to a formation, 
and the danger in the practice is 
that basic strength of the offense 
might be weakened. 

Faurot’s offense, despite its 
quick striking power, is simple, 
and to the Missouri coach’s credit 
he keeps it that way, while many 
of his -Split-T imitators make a 
mistake, I believe, of tinkering 
with the motor .that makes it run.

Solters, Blind From Diamond’ 
Accident, Now Has Lung Ailment 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Nov. 2—Julius (Moose) Solters, who spent 
nine years in the American League and served two terms with the 
St. Louis Browns, has become one of baseball's best known hospital 


patients. 


The Moose, who suffered the 
loss of his sight through a freak 
accident late in the 1941 season 
when with the White Sox, was 
recently discharged from Mercy 
Hospital] here after another six 
weeks’ siege. This time, Solters 
went in for treatment of a lung 
disorder and remained longer 


than he anticipated when he de- 
veloped phlebitis of the left leg. 
Solters was accidentally beaned 
as he walked across the diamond 
following fielding practice late in 
the 1941 campaign at Washington. 
Joe Kuhel, White Sox first base- 
man, had thrown toward Luke 
Appling, but the ball struck Sol- 
ters on the temple. He was 
rushed to the hospital with a 
fractured skull. Because of € 
shortage of outfielders, Solters 
came back into action sooner than 
he should. His sight began to fail 
in 1942 and in 1948 he had to call 
it a career at 36 years of age. 
Hemorrhages developed, causing 


the failure of his sight. His pres- 
ent ailments are also traced to 
the hemorrhages. 

Through it all, Solters main- 
tains wonderful spirit. His wife, 
Amy, and the five Solters chil- 
dren, ranging in age from 4 to 14, 
are constantly at his side. 

The Solterses own a tavern in 
Pittsburgh but hospital expenses 
are gradually cutting deeply into 
their savings. The Moose attends 
Pirate games at Forbes Field fre- 
quently, with his 12- year- -old son, 
Joseph, as his “eye,” and the 
youngster can’t understand why 
his dad doesn’t have a lifetime 
pass to all major league parks. 
“You never ask for those things,” 
Mrs. Solters tells her son. “Some 
day we may get one from your 
dad’s nine years in the big 
leagues.” 

Solters was with the Indians, 
White Sox and Red Sox, in addi- 
tion to the Browns in 1935, 1936 
and 1989, and has always said he 
spent the happiest years of his 
baseball life in St. Louis.

West German 
Leader Favors 


US. of Europe 


‘Chancellor Adenau- 
er Says Saving of 
Continent De- 
pends on America.

BONN, Germany. 


F ever there should be mili- 
tary forces raised in my 
country, they should not be 
German forces but European 
forces operating within the frame- 
work of a unified Europe.” 

It was an admission and a re 
assurance from Dr. Conrad Ade- 
nauer, Chancellor of the new West- 
ern German Federal Republic. Dr. 
Adenauer knows that France and 
Britain, too, are torn between ne- 
cessity and fear as they contem- 
plate a revived Germany which 
might, as in the past, turn toward 
war. 

The Chancellor is fighting for 


United States public opinion, which 


he clearly conceives as his last 
best hope. He is 73, but he stayed 
late in his office to see two 
Washington correspondents, un- 
avoidably delayed by weather. 


“U. S. Must Save Europe.” 

His first words were: “The 
United States must save Europe.” 

“I am quite in earnest,” he went 
on. “I only wish the people of 
the United States might know 
what and how great the task is. 
We know the great role of public 
opinion in your country, even your 
Government has to bow before it.” 

Dr. Adenauer, in appearance, is 
a more ascetic version of Senator 
Walter George of Georgia. The 
resemblance is more than skin 
deep. The Chancellor is roughly 
of the George period and like the 
Georgian, a conservative who 
bowed but did not break beneath 
the revolutionary storms of the 
'30s and '40s. Now he is back to 
set his rightist principles against 
Communized East Germany. 

He has never been in America. 
It is asserted here that he would 
like to go there, would in fact 
jump at any such chance as was 
furnished Mayor Reuter of Berlin 
by the United States Conference 
of Mayors. This is easy to under- 
stand; after all, the major deci- 
sions respecting Germany are 
made in Washington, not here.

The Way Strikes Pay 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: : 

You say everybody lost in the Mis- 
souri Pacific strike and everybody will 
lose in the coal and steel strikes. 

I am a coal miner of 50 years’ experi- 
ence down in the mine, with member- 
ship in the United Mime Workers of 
America. During those 50 years I have 
experienced a number of strikes, for I 
am sure the U.M.W. of A. furnishes its 
share of strikes. 

It has been the cry of anti-union 
Mewspapers, radio commentators, and 
even many friends of the working man 
whenever a strike was in progress, that 
“strikes don’t pay.” 

We frequently hear it said that by a 
strike workmen lose more in a month 
than they may hope to regain in years, 
and that therefore practically all strikes 
are useless and unremunerative. 

It seems to me that such a judgment, 
which is based on a calculation of mere 
dollars and cents, is inherently wrong, 
because incomplete. 

There is more in a strike than wages 
and hours of labor, and a strike may 
be a loss from a money point of view 
and a great gain in a higher and nobler 
sense. 

I do not claim, however, that all that 
has been gained by the working man 
has been obtained through strikes. Some 
of this advance has been due to, or at 
least has been rendered possible by, the 
increased intelligence and productivity 
of labor, by the adoption of new ma- 
chines, by the better organization of 
workmen in factories and mines, and 
by legislation made possible through 
the friends of labor in the halls of Con- 
gress. 

While any particular strike may not 
have been a paying investment there 
¢an be little doubt that strikes in the 
aggregate have benefited the working 
class much more than they have cost 
er injured them.

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CIO vs. Communists 


The CIO has come to a showdown with its 
Communist-dominated members. President 
Philip Murray has asked the Cleveland conven- 
tion to authorize the executive board to expel 
Red leaders and expel their unions. 

Albert Fitzgerald, president of the United 
Electrical Workers, tried to draw some of the 
sting out of Phil Murray’s blow by pulling his 
union out of the CIO even before the conven- 
tion could act. He sought to add indignation to 
this defiance by denouncing Murray’s policy. 

But having come to the conclusion that reason- 
ing and persuasion were of no avail, Murray 
proceeded to make sure that the ouster would 
be as solemn and as democratic as possible. It 
is not a matter for the executive board, he said, 
but for the full convention. 

The new policy is sure to have the solid sup- 
port of a vast majority of the CIO members. 
Many of these have been the victims of oppres- 
sive tactics. They know the importance of free- 
dom of thought, speech and assembly, and they 
also know the real issue involved in this clash. 

A dozen years ago when the CIO was young, 
some of its members may have been deceived 
and misled by the Communists’ ardor. But 
their eyes have long been open. The issue is 
not new. In the last decade, more and more 
CIO members became convinced that there 
would have to be a showdown. The only ques- 
tion was how and when. 

It might have come sooner but for considera- 
tion of some of its effects. Some may say that 
the CIO was reluctant to lose members and 
dues. The question of membership involved 
the risk of serious losses, which the CIO has 
now decided to take. But Murray has shown 
that, while as many as 11 unions may have to 
be expelled, the financial loss can be offset by 
only a 2-cent increase in the per capita payments. 

The confusion in contracts and representa- 
tion rights may also be serious. Many of the 
members of the Red-led unions will want to 
remain in the ClO. They will be welcomed by 
the Automobile Workers and others. The ousted 
leaders, of course, will not give up jurisdiction. 
They will stand on the contracts they negotiated 
in the past. There will be some dual unionism. 
And in some instances, AFL and independent 
unions may try to capitalize on the disturbance. 
Employers almost surely will be caught in the 
uncomfortable middle. 

For several years the CIO has tried to avoid 
such troubles by following a definite policy of 
trying to discipline the Communist unions. This 
policy established right-wing revolts and caused 
membership losses for the left-wing unions, but 
it succeeded only in part. So Murray and the 
CIO executive board have come now to the final 
drastic step of lifting charters of such unions. 

Perhaps the fact that Phil Murray has been 
compelled to initiate this purge from the top 
may have the added good effect of inducing CIO 
rank-and-filers to take a new interest in the 
democratic process. In the long run, that is the’ 
only sure way to head off totalitarian threats in 
unions as well as in the nation. 
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Where Were the Architects? 

Marcel Boulicault, a St. Louis architect, has 
been selected by the Missouri State Board of 
Public Buildings to prepare plans for the pro- 
posed new $3,500,000 state office building at 
Jefferson City. He was chosen unanimously 
from some 35 architects and firms who were 
considered by Gov. Smith, Lt. Gov. Blair and 
Attorney General Taylor. 

Without passing any prejudgment on the 
plan which will be evolved by Mr. Boulicault, we 
think the state board’s procedure should be 
questioned. The board should have chosen not 
an architect but a plan submitted in competi- 
tion. The expenditure of $3,500,000 is a big 
outlay of the public’s money. Missouri is en- 
titled to the best designed building it can get 
for this sum. 

Had there been a competition of designs, a 
jury of outside architects could have chosen the 
one which would have best served the purpose 
and distinguished Jefferson City at the same 
time. Why wasn’t it done that way? 

One reason it wasn’t done that way is because 
the St. Louis and Kansas City chapters of the 
American Institute of Architects didn’t bestir 
themselves to exert the professional leadership 
which the public has a right to expect of them. 
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It’s Later Than You Think

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P. E., Binaggio Version 

How private enterprise (Binaggio version) 
operates in Kansas City was entertainingly told 
to the grand jury by one Max Ducoy. Max was 
quietly tending his own business (baseball and 
football handbooks) when Binaggio appeared 
upon the scene. How would Max like to go 
into the beer business? 

Max wasn’t too keen about it. In the first 
place, the beer in question (Canadian Ace, a 
Capone product) is not so good in Max’s opin- 
jon. He doesn’t drink it and furthermore, he 
told the grand jury, he wouldn’t recommend it. 
Moreover, Max didn’t think that Kansas City 
saloonkeepers would go for it. 

Binaggio, however, could wave aside such 
trivial considerations. It appears that Binag- 
gio’s “‘many friends” in the saloon business will 
buy whatever he chooses to sell—be it bonded 
whisky or jumpsteady, Canadian Ace or heimge- 
macht. So he offered Max a ready-made sales 
organization and Max reluctantly went into busi- 
ness. Profits were to be split—50 per cent to 
Max and the remainder to Binaggio and Tony 
‘Gizzo, another Kansas City entrepreneur. 

Well, the deal did not turn out to be a very 
big one. In 1947, Binaggio and Gizzo picked up 
$7500 and, in 1948; $5700. Early last year 
Ducov sold the business to his brother-in-law, 
Nathan L. Bassin. Bassin did not think much 
of Canadian Ace, either, so he also depended 
upon Binaggio and Gizzo to “persuade” saloon- 
keepers to buy it. “My beer,” he says, “wouldn't 
sell very good unless we had someone with us 
that had influence with the tavern owners.” 

Of course, Binaggio wasn't so crude as to tell 
the tavern owners they would take Canadian 
Ace “or else.” Neither, in his heyday, did Boss 
Pendergast have to get tough to persuade peo- 
ple to buy his liquors and his ready-mixed con- 
crete. In Kansas City, under such leadership, 

. the “or else” is taken for granted. 
Binaggio, who is making a bid to become the 


new Pendergast of Kansas City, has many irons 
in the fire. Canadian Ace is just a small side- 
line. How many tavern keepers and others in 
Kansas City are handling products just because 
Binaggio is interested in selling them? In the 
Binaggio version of free enterprise, the thing to 
do is to win or seize political power and then 
capitalize by using “influence” (let's call it fear) 
to persuade business men to buy things they 
don’t want. 

Haven't we had enough of this kind of racket- 
eering in Missouri? 
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$1,000,000 in Bail 

The Federal Government is asking that $1,- 
000,000 in bail be required of the 11 Commu- 
nists, convicted under the Smith Sedition Act, 
in the event that they are released on bond. 

Since the prosecution at first opposed the re- 
lease of the convicted men, pending appeal, 
this is something of a change in attitude. The 
question is now: Whether $1,000,000 in bail is 
not, for all practical purposes, the same as no 
bail at all? 

The Bill of Rights, Article Eight, says that 
“excessive bail shall not be required.” If a 
demand that $100,000 bail be required for each 
of seven defendants and $75,000 each for the four 
others is not excessive, then It is hard to pic- 
ture what excessive bail would ever be. 

The Department of Justice’s argument is that 
bail of this amount is required to be sure that 
these Communists will not skip out of the coun- 
try. We do not know the answer to this any 
more than the Department of Justice does. It 
is worth noting, however, that William Z. Foster, 
the chief American Communist of all, who was 
indicted with the 11 now convicted, has not 
skipped. He has had many months in which to 
escape and has stayed right here. Anyway, can 
we not credit the FBI with being vigilant enough 
to keep at least one eye on these men? 

The difference between bail of $100,000 for 
an individual and $15,000 to $20,000 is that the 
latter sum probably could be raised and the for- 
mer is virtually impossible. And that is the same 
as denial of bail. 

Attorney General McGrath should review this 
bail question before the Department of Justice 
contributes further to the “martyrdom” of these 
grievously misled preachers of dissension. What 
happens to them is less important than the dan- 
gerous precedents which we are setting in our 
system of justice.

He 
carefully listened to Alice, the Mad Hatter, the 
Carpenter, the White Queen and the Red Queen 
as they discussed the problem. 

They all were pretty puzzled by it at first. 
The queens, for example, found it hard to un- 
derstand why Americans should rush to make 
more and more refrigerators when they already 
have more than they can use. Alice tried to ex- 
plain that by pointing out that the extra re- 
frigerators were built for export. But she had 
to admit to the Mad Hatter that this led only to 
Marshall plan aid.

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A “Regime” Takes Form in Italy 


The Mirror 
“of 
Public. Opinion 


While a coalition officially rules Italy, the Christian Democrats 
control a majority of the votes and are drifting from parliamentary 
to single-party government, reports an American observer; Com- 
munists retain strength at expense of middle-of-the-road group.

When an Italian of Libera] or right-wing 
Socialist orientation is asked these days 
about the prospects for democracy in his 
country, he is likely to reply in a tone of 
discouragement: 

“We are heading toward the establish- 
ment of a Christian Democratic regime.” 

To an Italian, the word “regime” recalls 
the factitious national harmony of the 20 
years of Fascist rule. As opposed to parlia- 
mentary democracy—with its free competi- 
tion of party ideologies and its alternation 
of party representatives in the government 
~—a ‘regime” suggests 
the dominance of a 
single ideology. 

The steady exten- 
sion of Christian 
Democratic influence 
in both public and pri- 
vate life gives a rise 
to doubts as to how 
long the hard-won 
political liberty of 
the post-Fascist era 
will have much more 
than an intellectual 
or formal _ signifi- 
cance. 

The fact that the 
Christian Democrats 
won an absolute ma- 
jority in the Chamber of Deputies meant 
that the “Third Force” parties — the 
right-wing Socialists and the Republicans— 
would have little influence in the new Cco- 
alition Government, The fourth party in 
the coalition — the conservative - Liberal 
party—came out no better. With three 
weak and disunited parties as allies, the 
Christian Democrats were in a position to 
conduct the Government very nearly as 
they pleased, 


De Gasperi 


Few Constructive Achievements 


Their conduct has produced few con- 
structive achievements. The Christian 
Democrats have shown more interest in 
strengthening the police and in cultivating 
the favor of the Church and the United 
States than in facing in a realistic fashion 
Italy’s basic problems of class egoism, rural 
poverty and over-population. 


Yet during the year following the elec- 
tions, the minor parties in the Govern- 
ment were slow to criticize: the de Gasperi 
Ministry was still on trial, and its parlia- 
mentary allies tended to give it the benefit 
of the doubt. For the past few months, 
however, the tide of criticism has been 
mounting. This criticism is aimed at the 
do-nothing policy of the Government rather 
than at the evidences of its evolution 
toward a clerical “regime.” 

To date, the zeal of Christian Democratic 
ministers and deputies has produced noth- 
ing more alarming than the beginnings of 
moral legislation, a ban on holding large 
political meetings in the capital, and a 
failure to restore the twentieth of Septem- 
ber as a national holiday (this being the 
anniversary of the completion of Italian 
unity, in 1870, by the seizure of Rome. 


The Opposition Is Divided 


Such actions have simply proved irri- 
tating or have brought the Government 
more ridicule than advantage. Cultivated 
Romans never tire of narrating the ex- 
travagances of Minister of the Interior 
Scelba’s “shore patrol” and its unceasing 
war against the two-piece bathing suit. 

While the ministry 1s loyally carrying out 
its democratic mandate,, the lower officials 
—i] sottogoverno—are beginning to apply 
principles reminiscent of intellectual align- 
ment and single-party rule. This sort of 
thing is what both Liberals and right-wing 
Socialists in Italy are worried about today. 
It has caused them to draw closer together. 

It is this new spirit of qualified opposi- 
tion within the minor Government parties 
that has caused some of their adherents to 


propose a frank withdrawal from the Gov- 
ernment. These parties would then unite 
to form a constitutional opposition, as op- 
posed to the present unconstitutional oppo- 
sition of the Communists and the left-wing 
Socialists, or, far less important, of the 
extremists of the Right. With a true, a 
loyal opposition in the field, parliamentary 
life would resume its classic functioning. 

But to Judge from previous elections and 
the general political temper of Italy today, 
there are simply not enough middle-class 
voters of anti-clerical views to form a solid 
constituency for a new party of constitu- 
tional opposition to Christian Democracy. 

Even on the basis of the mdést optimistic 
possible assumption, the result would be 
a three-way (or four-way, if one includes 
the extreme Right) split of Italian political 
power into the Christian-Democratic Gov- 
ernment, the constitutional opposition, and 
the non-constitutional opposition of the 
Left. 


Communists, Holding or Gaining 


The only condition that would make it 
anything more than an abstraction would 
be a great reduction in Communistic 
strength. Of this there is no sign. During 
the past year the Communists have not 
only maintained their previous following; 
there are even indications that they have 
gained. 

Even the Papal excommunication—the 
trump card of the conservative alliance— 
has failed to shake the Communists as 
much as might have been expected. 

With greater credibility than before, the 
Communist propaganda can now link the 
Church with capitalism and the foreign 
overlord, 

With the Communists and their allies 
controlling roughly one-third of the Italian 
electorate, and with no new political con- 
stituency in sight, it is no wonder that the 
minor parties have no real desire to leave 
the Government. And in the meantime the 
evolution toward a _ clerical-conservative 
“regime”: will continue. 

In a year in which Italian economic re- 
covery—belying the optimistic propaganda 
of the ECA—has been virtually at a stand- 
still, the Government has done next to 
nothing. 


Reforms to the Shelf 


The Minister of Agriculture, Antonio 
Segni, and his collaborators are sincere re- 
formers, and the Government knows that 
it will lose its following among the small 
peasantry if it does not honor in some 
form the electoral promises made to them. 
Yet even the most optimistic do not antici- 
pate that the Government’s measure will 
basically alter the structure of Italian large 
landholding. Aside from land reform, six 
months from now the Government will 
probably have little more to offer than it 
has at present. In a country in which the 
only real political alternative is Commu- 
nism, the Government can make error after 
error, can do less and less, and still re- 
main in power. 


The idea that the Christian Democratse— 
cr anyone else—car win the *vorkers away 
from Communism has been tacitly dropped. 
The available new constituents are rather 
on the Right, where neo-Fascism and na- 
tionalism—after two years of comparative 
quiescence—have again shown signs of life. 
Here lies the real danger to the Govern- 
ment, and it is these voters that Christian 
Democracy hopes to win over by a shift 
to a more conservative course. 

Some such shift to the Right is in peo- 
ple’s minds when they speak of the dan- 
gers of a “regime.”

Onr Victories in the Pacific 


CORAL SEA, MIDWAY AND SUBMARINE ACTIONS, 
May 1942-August 1942, by Samuel Eliot Morison, 
(Little, Brown & Co., 307 pgs., $6.) 

The fourth volume of the “History of 
United States Naval Operations in World 
War II” continues the many virtues of 
its predecessors as it turns the corner 
from defeat to victory. Part One takes 
up the Battles of the Coral Sea and of 
Midway, the first true naval air battles in 
which no surface ship fired at another, 
and the Japanese thrust into the Aleu- 
tians. Part Two tells the little known 
story of submarine actions against the 
Japanese during the first year and Part 
Three is devoted to the landings at Guadal- 
canal and Tulagi. 

The thrilling accounts of the Battles of 
the Coral Sea and Midway are enhanced 
by postwar access to the Japanese records 
that enabled Mr. Morison to throw more 
light on those major encounters. Blunders 
and mistakes were many on both sides in 
these battles but fortunately the enemy 
made the most. Since Coral Sea caused 
the Japs to stop their drive to the south 
it was a strategic victory for us although 

loss of the huge car- 

rier Lexington made 
it a tactical defeat 

Incidentally, the 

“Lex” suffered only 
¥ minor torpedo dam- 

age but sank after 
gasoline vapors were 
ignited by a motor 
generator that was 
inadvertently left 
running. 

Even more than 
Coral Sea, Midway 
emphasized the all 
important role of 
carrier-bérne. air 
power in modern 

naval warfare. The Japs, despite their su- 

perior gun power, had to abandon their 
mission because one well directed carrier 
thrust destroyed the Jap air component. 

The carrier Yorktown was lost at Midway 

and Morison pulls no punches in writing: 

“At about noon Adm. Fletcher and Capt. 

Buckmaster decided to do what they should 

have done the previous evening, to send 

a proper salvage party on board the car- 

rier and attempt to bring her into port.” 

A few hours after salvage was begun, a 

Jap submarine dealt her the final blow. 


Compared with later successes, the rec- 
ord of our submarines jn the first year 
of the war was disappointing. This was 
largely due to the miserable failure of 
our torpedoes, due to penny-saving in 
peacetime plus politics. It is shocking to 
learn that Jap torpedoes were deadly ef- 
fective although the Japs were not su- 
perior to us in technical knowhow. As 
Mr. Morison writes: “It is humiliating to 
think that poor ‘have-not’ Japan liberally 
expended live torpedoes and hulls in real- 
istic tests, which ‘rich’ America felt she 
could not afford.” ’ 

As to politics, he writes: “As early as 
1930 the Bureau of Ordnance had foreseen 
a torpedo shortage in the event of war 
and endeavored to reopen a World War I 
torpedo station at Alexandria, Va. Civilian 
employes of the Newport plant saw in 
this a threat to their jobs, and as the Tor- 
pedo Station was regarded by certain polli- 
ticians as a part of their patronage, they 
successfully prevented the re-establishment 
of the Alexandria Torpedo Station until 
July 1941.”

Having an Upsurge

T’S a safe bet that the vanishing vest had 
something to do with it. Windsor knots and 
ice cream-colored shirts Played a part and so 
did the heady influence of Schiaparelli, Fath, 
. Dior and other 
modish newcomers 
to the field. What- 
ever may be the ul- 
timate root of this 
least threatening 
trend we have 
spotted in some 
time, things are 
really popping in 

men’s neckwear. 
Here is the low- 
down: Tie sales are 
up from 90,000,000 
in 1937 to 160,000,- 
000 last year. Prices 
rose from an aver- 
age of 66 cents to 
$1.50 per tie, pat- 
terns turned from polka dots to plutonium 
particles and even that is the mere beginning. 
Ties are growing. Before the war they aver- 
aged 46 to 47 by 3% inches. Now they’ve 
reached 48 to 54 by 4% inches which means 
that White Collar Willie has more than four 
feet of resilient construction wound around 


his neck.

ACCORDING TO INTELLIGENCE 6sstraicht 
from the archives of the Men’s Tie Foundation, 
Inc., some neckwear manufacturers are keeping 
such a close check on the news now that they 
must have deadlines like newspapers. A nifty 
number celebrating the atomic destruction at 
Hiroshima was in production less than 24 hours 
after the event. Hirohito waving a white flag 
was out the same month. And last year’s presi- 
dential election set another precedent: it was 
the first time actual photographs of the candi- 
dates were covering up partisan shirtfronts. 

They are making reversible and phosphores- 
eent ties, telescopic ties that fold into them- 
selves and are adjustable for length, chemically 
treated ties that keep the neck warm, and one 
manufacturer who puts out creations inscribed 
“it’s a boy” and “it’s a girl” now throws in one 
specimen saying “it’s twins” with every three 
dozen conventional models. 

Ties have been made of 24-carat gold (one is 
said to have sold for $2500), glass, asbestos, cash- 
mere, alpaca, mink, and ermine. Bow ties ac- 
count for an unprecedented five per cent of the 
total output and here’s a note that should allay 
all doubts about America’s economic supremacy 
in the world: all fabric for England's “old 
school” ties with their regimental stripes has 
to be imported from this country.

THE TIE INDUSTRY is naturally cratified 
that per capita ownership of its product has in- 
creased from Jess than three per male to slightly 
over four in a decade, but it considers this state 
of offairs still pretty shocking. The Tie Founda- 
tion says the adequately dressed man should 
Own at least 48 and it fondly points to ex-Mayor 
Charles Leemans of Omaha and his stock of 
almost 7000. The typical husband, by the way, 
spends one minute tying a four-in-hand—so- 
called because the wearer describes the figure 
four when donning it—and two minutes putting 
on a bow-tie. The latter operation is frequently 
accompanied by yowls for aid. The majority of 
ties are worn for 10 months and then passed on 
to brothers, sons and smal] fry in general. 


Walter Winchell, the foundation whispers, 
wears only navy blue.

RED IS THE NATIONAL color favorite, blue 
is a close second and brown runs third. Then 
there are regional variations. The Midwest goes 
for green, the south likes blue best. Chicago is a 
green town, Baltimore runs to purple and Dallas 
to blue. Missouri, Kentucky, West Virginia, 
Minnesota, and Arizona are brown territory. 

Experts have told the tie people that you can 
spot a customer’s nature by his choice of neck- 
wear. Widely spaced patterns are supposed to 
be evidence of broadmindedness: stripes are 
said to indicate lack of consideration: figures— 
@ multitude of interests; red — determination; 
blue—thoughtfulness. Short men, it is counseled, 
should wear vertical designs in their ties along 
with “elevator” shoes. 

Ties are reputed to be man’s meat as much 
as hats are woman’s. Another sad illusion, says 
our source. Most numbers are designed by 
female stylists and 85 per cent of all purchases 
are made by the ladies. Hubby may wear them, 
but if Mamma doesn’t like the new line it’s likely 
to wither on the shelves.

ANY NORMAL oe have to confess the same 
thing, Mrs. O. The alternative is such repression as to break 
their spirits, and tLat is certainly not an improvement. More- 
over, it does not always last. Sometimes they break out 
more violently than ever, at adolescence, or they leave home. 

Ordinarily the relationship of children in a family is 
changing continually. Today ‘they like each other; tomorrow 
they don’t. If a home is too harmonious, the children are 
not properly prepared for the outside world, which unfor- 
tunately, is not too harmonious. Sometimes you see an “only 
child” who has been brought up in such an atmosphere of 
sweetness and light. No one has eyer bullied him. He has 
never learned to laugh at himself, to make a joke out of 
teasing, to take part easily in the give-and-take of daily 
activities at close quarters. Hence he is quite unfitted to 
live in any other world than one in which he is continually 
protected and sheltered by mama.

BEING BROUGHT UP in a family of three or four 
other children is an excellent preparation for adult life and 
citizenship. The child learns how to hold his own against 
stronger persons, and how to deal with weaker ones without 
imposing on or exploiting them. There is no better training 
achoo] than a norma! family. 

But if it were all peace and harmony, it wouldn't train 
children for what they are actually going to find outside 
the home, would it, Mrs. O.? You'll have to recognize this 
in your own children. Don’t let them be brutal. Don’t let 
them. get the habit of saying offensive things. But expect 
a lot of ordinary quarrels and don’t try to take sides or 
break them up. The children have to work these things 
out for themselves. They will do it successfully and, 10 years 
from nov, you will be surprised to find how well they get 
along with each other—and with outsiders.

He rec- 
ognized Mr. Stettinius’s devoted 
service and his feeling for team- 
work, which led him to set up 
the permanent organization of the 
United States mission to the 
United Nations so that it could 
function efficiently. I have long 
had a real affection and Geep ad- 
miration for Mr, Stettinius. 

The book that he recently wrote, 
“Roosevelt and the Russians,” giv- 
ing the history of the years when 
he was intimately comnected with 
the foreign policy of,the United 
States, will be of great value to 
any historian of the future.

IT IS A GREAT LASS to the 
country to lose so young and so 
able a man. I remember well 
how he pulled us together as a 
delegation at our first U.N. meet- 
ing in London. We had had very 
few delegation meetings until he 
took charge and then suddenly he 
called upon us to meet regularly 
with him. 

He gave us all a feeling that 
we knew the whole picture and 
that we were part of a team. I 
was particularly conscious of it, 
because, being a woman, I did not 
expect the same participation in 
that first meeting in London that 
I knew would be shared by the 
Men. I was, therefore, grateful 
and appreciative when found he 
called every member of the dele- 
gation. 

MR. STETTINIUS TOLD ME in 
London nearly two years ago of 
the hopes he had for doing some- 
thing substantial for Liberia and 
perhaps of creating a pattern 
which might make the develop- 
ment of backward areas in the 
world a real benefit to the people 
in these areas. He had hoped 
that such development would 
bring enough return to everyone 
involved so there would be an in- 
centive for governments to make 
concessions and for groups and in- 
dividuals to invest their money. 

His ill health, I am sure, had 
made it impossible for him to 
realize his hopes. It is my wish 
that his associates may continue 
his work and carry some of his 
ideas to a successful conclusion. 
I am sure his plans were based 
not only on a practical business 
man’s vealuation of what should 
be done on a business basis, but 
also on a real desire to see the 
downtrodden peoples of the world 
given a better chance. 

. 

MR. STETTINIUS SERVED his 
country well as Under Secretary 
of State and then as Secretary of 
State. His friends and associates 
will be shocked and grieved as I 
am at his loss. All of us, however, 
will want to express to his family 
our admiration for his accomplish- 
ments, our gratitude for his serv- 
ice and our sympathy in their 
great loss. 

Death comes suddenly to many 
People nowadays, but when it 
comes to someone still in his 
prime, and with great ability to

ANASTA, as it is usually 
CC piayea, is a partnership game 

and so shares one feature with 
other partnership games: You 
can't always trust your opponents, 
but generally you should trust 
your partner, 

One aspect of this principle is 
that, if all other considerations 
are the same, you'll often be 
safer following partner’s discards 
than judging from an opponent’s. 
For example, you hold: 


Each side needs 90; no one has 
melded. You have drawn, and 
since you cannot meld you must 
discard. Your pairs are worth 
holding, so you choose from four 
cards, the ten, eight, five, and 
four.

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 2. 
INETEEN years is a long 
N time to wait for the big 
chance at film success, and 
when you're only 21 it must seem 
twice as long. 

Helen Westcott, a blonde beau- 
ty, has been training for this op- 
portunity since she was 2. But 
now, what with a Twentieth Cen- 
tury-Fox term contract safely hid- 
den under the third brick in the 
fireplace, and reporting at the 
studio every morning to play op-

Helen is another of the scores 
of young players Hollywood pro- 
ducers are preparing to take their 
places as full fledged stars by the 
end of 1950.

The Only Child

HEN there is but one child in a family he is likely to get 
W much attention, which is not always favorable to his 

growth. Everybody wants to help a child grow up. 

Few people interfere with work or business outside their 
training and experience. When pipes are out of order, the 
plumber is called, and when someone is hurt the doctor is 
called, but everybody, everybody feels competent to instruct 
and rear children. It is one of the puzzles of life still un- 
solved. 

This bears heavily on the only child. Father and mother, 
grandma and grandpa, uncles and aunts and family friends, all 
center their attention upon him. The child cannot stand up 
under the pressure of so many personalities and soon displays 
characteristics of behavior that bring down ‘more correction, 
more guidance, upon his head. 

oe? * 

THE EFFECT OF ALL this are shown in various ways, 
depending upon the nature of the child. One retreats into 
shyness; one hides behind a bold defensive attitude; all chil- 
dren so badgered fee] insecure and indicate it by their man- 
ners. 

Children need love and attention and nobody with sense 
would refuse them the feeling of being loved and wanted, but 
something must be done to protect them from too much love, 
overattention, overprotection. The best solution is the nursery 
school. Here the only child becomes a member of his group. 
The other children are going to claim their full share of all 
that goes on and each rubs off the edges of the other. Chil- 
dren need each other if they are to grow into well rounded, 
well disciplined human beings. Children can do for each 
other what no grown person can do for them. They teach each 
other, learn from each other, discipline each others in a way 
that may well be the envy of every primary grade teacher.

CHAPTER 10. 
NE important rule for being 
happy and successful is—don’t 
let things agitate you. This is 
vital. 

A doctor once told me what he 
had prescribed for a business man 
who complained that his nerves 
were “all frazzled.” “You don't 
need to be agitated or upset. Prac- 
tice your religious faith,” he sug- 
gested. 

“Do you get many such cases 
and is that your usual prescrip- 
tion?” I asked. 

“Yes,” he replied, “I have noted 
a pronounced rise in the number 
of emotional and nervous prob- 
lems. Many patients become ill 
simply because of inability to over- 
come prolonged agitation. But, 
except in cases where a definite 
Physical cause exists, my belief is 
that the average person need not 
be agitated or nervous if he will 
take the medicine you parsons 
hand out.” 

A physician stated recently that 
whereas 25 years ago only 2 per 
cent of stomach disorders, indiges- 
tion and affiliated maladies were 
traceable to mental states, now 
probably 25 per cent of such cases 
are due to nervous tension or agi- 
tation. People get sick largely be- 
cause they cannot control and 
discipline their minds. 

People often say that their 
nerves are “all shot to pieces.” 
This is usually not so; very sel- 
dom are their nerves actually 
damaged. The nerve is simply a 
telephone wire from the brain to a 
given part of the body. What a 
person means when he says that 
his nerves are “all shot to pieces” 
is not that there is anything 
wrong With the actual nerve, but 
that the thoughts that stimulate 
the nerve are disturbed. 


These agitated thoughts make it 
impossible for the brain to send 
orderly and controlled impulses 
to the nerves so that contrary and 
uncertain messages go out over 
the nerve wires. The brain is in 
confusion because the thoughts 
are in confusion. Thus the ner- 
vous system tends to be in disor- 
der. As a result one feels nervous, 
tense, tied-up and agitated. 

Nervousness is primarily derived 
from the thoughts we think. Learn 
to think orderly, controlled, disci- 
plined, calm thought and you will 
not be tense and agitated. In 
view of these facts it is more 
and more evident that the chief 
cure for the prevailing tension 
and agitation of this era is a re- 
turn to religion. 

A friend of mine, manager of 
one of the largest hotels in Amer- 
ica, had been commenting upon 
what he said this country needs, 
namely, “to get back to the simple 
principles of religion.” 

“Why,” he said, “if we don’t do 
it everybody is going to crack up. 
I move about in the lobby of this 
hotel a good deal and one learns 
a lot just by watching people. All 
you have to do is just to stand 
and watch people use the revolv- 
ing doors and you will see what I 
mean. Why, for some men the 
whole day is spoiled if they miss 
one section of that door.” 

“You mean it annoys them to 
miss one complete revolution of 
the door,” I remonstrated. 

“No, sir,” he said, “it used to be 
that but now they are so tense, 
it upsets them té miss just one 
section. Something must be done 


or we are all going to be nervous 
wrecks.” 

Caruso had a dinner trick that 
used to delight his fellow diners. 
He would hold aloft between his 
thumb and forefinger a fragile 
glass with a long stem. He would 
sing the ascending scale and sound 
a high note repeatedly. The glass 
would shatter into a hundred 
pieces. 

If high frequency vibration or 
tension thus affects an automobile 
or a giass, think what it can also 
do to our highly organized human 
personalities and bodies. 


A diffused and general applica- 
tion of religion will not neces- 
sarily help to overcome tension. 
No reader should jump to the con- 
clusion that if one goes to church 
next Sunday, all will be well. I 
certainly advocate going to church 
next Sunday and every Sunday, 
but it is essential to do more than 
sporadically rush into a church in 
a desperate manner. 

I know people who have gone 
to church for years who are still 
pathetic victims of tension and 
agitation. The failure lies in the 
fact that they have never learned 
how the simple and practical tech- 
niques of Christianity may be ap- 
plied to tension and agitation. 

A man who is sick doesn’t rush 
into a medical library and start 
desperately reading. He sits down 
with the doctor. The doctor ex- 
amines him and out of his knowl 
edge of those medical books and 
long years of practice, writes the 
patient a prescription and gives 
simple advice to apply to his par- 
ticular malady. 

The patient takes the prescrip- 
tion to the drug store. He does not 
think he will be cured by subject- 
ing himself to the aroma of all 
the medicine in the store. The 
druggist fills the @rescription, giv- 
ing him a specific medicine. He 
writes specific instructions on the 
bottle or box. Religious practice 
should follow similar procedures, 
diagnosis and specific application 
of formulae.
